FOR MALT SALES 
PAID IN COUNTY 


19 Boroughs, Town­ 
ships Receive Checks 
From Treasurer 
Today. 


16 RETAILERS, 
4 DISTRIBUTORS 


Checks totaling $4,025, represent­ 
ing fees paid by wholesale and re­ 
tail malt beverage dealers in Get­ 
tysburg and Adams county for 1934 
licenses, were sent to 19 boroughs 
and townships iii Adams county to­ 
day by William I. Shields, county 
treasurer. 
Forty-six retailers and four dis­ 
tributors paid $4,525 into the coun­ 
ty’s treasury for the privilege of 
selling beer and other male bever­ 
ages this year. 
Each retailer and distributor paid 
a $10 application fee in addition to 
the regular license fee which ranged 
from $25 to $100. The $500 received 
| in, application fees is retained by 
the county whfle the remainder, 
$4,025, 
is 
distributed among the 
boroughs and townships in which 
beer is sold. 
Townships Share In Fees 
Last year, wlien the sale of beer 
was legalized, townships did not 
share in the license fees, that money 
being retained by the county. This 
year, however, townships in which 
beer is sold share in the distribu­ 
tion. 
Last year 57 wholesalers and re­ 
tailers paid $4,900 into the county 
for application fees and licenses. 
This year’s total is smaller because 
a number of retailers now take out 
the state liquor licenses by which 
they are allowed to sell liquors. 
With a state liquor license, no coun­ 
ty license is required. A portion of 
the state liquor license, however, is 
returned to the various boroughs in 
which such licenses are held. 
$950 For Gettysburg 
Gettysburg’s share of today’s dis­ 
tribution of license fees amounts to 
$950 as compared with $1,450 a year 
ago. 
This town’s return, however, 
will be increased materially by the 
money received from the state from 
liquor licenses issued.
